LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 312

Introduced by Pedersen, 39.

PURPOSE: The purpose of this resolution is to study whether the
Legislature should adopt a statewide 24/7 sobriety program and the
best means for doing so. Specifically, the committee should study
the methods and costs of monitoring alcohol and drug use, including
continuous alcohol monitoring devices. The study should include a
review of issues raised during consideration of LB 1167 (2008),
which is currently pending in the Judiciary Committee of the
Legislature. In order to carry out the purpose of this resolution,
the study committee should seek and consider the input of the
Office of Probation Administration and interested persons as the
committee deems necessary and beneficial.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Judiciary Committee of the Legislature shall
be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the purposes
of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
